1 . TO HELP PREPARE FOR PEREZ' VISIT, EMBASSY HAS EXTRACTED 
INTIATIVES AND ISSUES MENTIONED BY PRESIDENT CARLOS ANDRES 
PEREZ (CAP) TO MRS CARTER 

2. OAS MEETING IN GRENADA - NON-INTERVENTION ANDHUMAN RIGHTS 
RESOLUTIONS- ALTHOUGH ONLY INDIRECTLY RELATED TO CAP'S VISIT 
TO WASHDC CAP NOTED DURING DISCUSSIONS WITH MRS CARTER 

THAT SOUTHERN CONE FOREIGN MINISTERS WILL SEEK A NON-INTERVENTION 
RESOLUTION DURING OASGA. HE SAID VENEZUELA US AND OTHER 
DEMOCRACIES SHOULD SEEK TO BALANCE THIS EFFORT EITHER BY 
SPONSORING A SEPARATE HUMAN RIGHTS RESOLUTION, OR BY AGREEING 
TO NON-INTERVENTION LANGUAGE (TO WHICH NOBODY WOULD OBJECT) IN 
ORDER TO MAKE RESOLUTION UNANIMOUS, ON CONDITION THAT A 
HUMAN RIGHTS STATEMENT ALSO BE INCLUDED. 

3. GENERAL/.MULTILATERAL ISSUES AND IDEAS 

A HUMAN RIGHTS PLANNED JOINT DECLARATION ON HUMAN 
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RIGHTS SHOULD CONTAIN LANGUAGE INDICATING JOINT US- 
VENEZUELAN SUPPORT FOR COSTA RICAN INITIATIVE TO ESTABLISH 
A UN HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR HUMAN RIGHTSN 

COMMUNIQUE MIGHT ALSO NOTE THAT VENEZUELA HAS JUST RATIFIED 
BOTH OAS AND UN CONVENTIONS ON HUMAN RIGHTS, AND CONSIDER JOINTLY 
FURTHER WAY TO INCREASE FUNDS AND GREATER AUTONOMY FOR INTER- 
AMERICAN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE (THIS WILL DEPEND, IN PART, 
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ON TREATMENT OF THIS ISSUE AT OAS GRENADA MEETING). 

B. MULTILATERAL DIALOGUE WITH L A -CONTINUED 

US SUPPORT FOR OAS AS AN INSTITUTION, AS A FORUM FOR DIALOGUE, 
THRU CHARTER AND RIO TREATY. 

C. NON-PROLIFERATION POLICY VENEZUELAM HOPES TO HAVE 
EMPHATIC LANGUAGE IN SUPORT OF NON PROLIFERATION AND THE 
TREATY AND PROTOCOLS OF TLATELOLCO IN THE PROPOSED JOINT 
DECLARATION ISSUED DURING THE VISIT. 

D. CARIBBEAN - CAP SUGGESTION THAT VENEZUELA, CANDADA, 

US MEXICO, AND COLOMBIA MEET PRIVATELY AND QUIETLY ASAP TO 
EXCHANGE IDEAS AND DEVISE JOINT ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 
FOR THE CARIBBEAN, TO INCLUDE NOT ONLY JAMAICA, BUT OTHER MINI 
STATES. PROGRAM WOULD PROBABLY BE DIRECTED THRU CARIBBEAN 
REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT BANK. 

E. AFRICA - CAP WILL URGE THAT US ADOPT A DECISIVE POLICY IN 
SOURTHERN AFRICA TO COUNTER SOVIET AND CUBAN INFLUENCE, AND 
MAY SUGGEST THAT US TAKE THE INITIATIVE TO ESTABLISH A 

PRESS DEADLINES FOR TERMINATION OF WHITE MINORITY RULE. 

F CUBAN EXILE ACTIVITIES - CAP WILL ALSO PROBABLY RAISE 
RECOMMENDATION THAT THERE BE SYSTEMATIC AND CLOSE EXCHANGE 
OF INFO BETWEEN VENEZUELA, DOM REP AND US ON 
CUBAN EXILE TERRORIST ACTIVITIES. 

G ANDEAN PROBLEM - CAP WILL SEEK FURTHER US VIEWS ON 
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SETTLEMENT OF BOLIVIAN ACCESS TO THE SEA PROBLEM WHICH IN TURN 
IMPINGES ON LONGSTANDING PERUVIAN-CHILEAN RIVALRY. HE MAY 
PRESS HIS IDEAS OF A MULTINATIONAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM, 

INCLUDING US AND VENEZUELA FOR ECONOMIC PROGRAM OF INTEGRATED 
DEVELOPMENT IN THE AREA. 

H BELIZE - CAP WILL ALSO SEEK US SUPPORT FOR HIS 
SUGGESTION THAT VENEZUELA UK US AND MEXICO 
PRESSURE GUATEMALA TO ACCEPT BELIZEAN INDEPENDENCE 
AND A REASONABLE ARRANGEMENT. 

4. OTHER SPECIFIC BILATERAL ISSUE - ENERGY TECHNOLOGY AND 
RESEARCH COOPERATION CAP LOOKS FORWARD TO DISCUSSING FUTURE 
EXCHANGE OF ENERGY TECHNOLOGY WITH USG, WITH SPECIFIC 
REFERENCE TO THE ORINOCO TAR BELT. THIS SHOULD ALSO INCLUDE, 

NOT ONLY PETROLEUM BUT NON-HYDROCARBON SOURCES 

SUCH AS SOLAR AND NUCLEAR ENERGY.
